OF OFFICIALS. : 


“A matter, not without its interest | to 
to Hongkong; which is arousing 
considerable comment at Home just

=—“An order made by the Minister 
under this provision shall be final 
and not subject to appeal .to any 
Court, and,shall, on the application 
ofthe.

Parliament has not the time to do 


i otherwise than delegate legislative 


power; that, even if © it had the 
time, it has not the requisite aptl- 
tude for the work; and that, after 
all, it is not the task of Parliament 
but of the executive, to govern the 
country. But these excuses sure- 
Jy cannot justify the wide depar- 
ture from traditions in the 
matter of local and national 
government, and it is not 
prising that men of. the. type of

Officinidom: At, Home, despite the 
tendencies to which we fiave direct- 
ed attention; the publie can use its |.

ment men of whose viewe they ap- 
prove and who may be in the ‘posi- 
tion of using: their influence in 
‘such a way as to throw out ob- 
jectionable - measyres or to ‘insist 
on. safeguards’in. such laws, ag are 
passed. The elected "'yepresenta- 
tives of the people have, however, 
to be always on thelr guard, for this 
granting of powers to permanent 
officials is Hable to go by default 
and the danger only realised when 
it ig too late. The “skeleton Act” 
evil ig one with ‘which ‘we in this 
Colony are all too fully acquainted, 
the right to make regulations under: 


; Ordinances and to delegate powers 


to officials being all too often veat- 
ed ‘in ‘the Governor-in-Council.

to the dangers of the system. 


M. Briand's Plan. 

Britain's reply to M. Briand’s 
tnemorandum ° on fhe’ "proposed 
federation of Europe is distinctly 
non-committal’ in.tone but it is 
clearly show: abhat Britain - - does 
not embrace the, plan: with open 
arms and give unqualified’ support 
as some of the other nations Have 
done, The cautious policy adopt- 
ed by Great. Britain is the. only 
one possible in. view of the rami- 


fications of the proposal and there’ 


will be much support’ for the view 
that M. Briand’s ideal can be 
effectively secured by adopting 
the proposals to'bring them fully 
within, the framework of the Lea- 
gue of Nations. 
that Great Britain.will reserve her 
considered’ comment on the plan 
fora later date. “At ‘pregent she 
has merely conceded to ° the 
French wish that she should-send 
a return. Note by the middle of 
July and is careful to point out 
that the comments and sugges- 
tions made at this stage must be 
regarded as preliminary and’ ten- 
tative.
